Coleman’s War Services Campaign Reaches $1767 


Deadlock Over Strike Continues 
As “Closed Shop” Is Vital Issue; 
Situation Remains Quiet 


Labor Department Declares 
Strike is Illegal—Livett Gives 
no Intimation of Cessation of 
Strike. Town Remains Quiet 
on Tenth Day of Stoppage of 
Work. 

Nine years of industrial peace 
abruptly came to an end in Cole¬ 
man on March 31, when the work¬ 
ing agreement between employees 
of International and McGillivray 
Coal Companies ended. 

Demands made last year for a 
closed shop by officials of the Unit¬ 
ed Mine Workers of America, in 
an effort to compel all employees 
of the companies to become mem¬ 
bers of the U.M.W.A., were again 
renewed this year, which the com¬ 
panies refused. Approximately 130 
men, members of Coleman Miners’ 
Association, a home union organ¬ 
ized in 1932 to break Communist 
control of Labor here, refuse to 
join the UM.W.A. The companies 
in an open letter to miners, state: 

“We have given due consider¬ 
ation to your expressed views as to 
the necessity for a “closed shop’’ 
agreement, whereby all eligible 
employees shall be forced to pay 
dues to the United Mine Workers 
of America. We feel that the mat¬ 
ter of Union affiliation is not with¬ 
in the jurisdiction of the company, 
but is a matter for individual em¬ 
ployees to decide. We will go fur¬ 
ther and state the Companies have 
in no way restrained your efforts 
to obtain a full membership, and 
if you find yourselves unable to do 
so, then our companies cannot be 
expected to do the organizing work 
for you.” 

The foregoing was addressed to 
President Robert Livett, District 
18, U.M.W.A., on March 27, four 
days before expiry of the working 
agreement. 

From Ottawa on March 30, a 
telegram from the deputy assist¬ 
ant minister for Labor, Ottawa, 
was addressed to President Lome 
A. CampbelUhead of the coal com¬ 
panies, asjollows: 

“We nave advised district presi¬ 
dent UjM.W. of A. that Labor De¬ 
partment relies on him to prevent 
any interruption of work, if agree¬ 
ment expires without any agree¬ 
ment being made with company, 
and that application in such event 
should be made for Board under 
Industrial Disputes Investigation 
Act." 

Interviewed by Canadian Press 
in Calgary on Monday, Mr. Livett 
stated: “It had not been the policy 
of the Labor Department to pro¬ 
vide boards of conciliation for dis¬ 
putes which did not involve ques¬ 
tions of wages. No application 
for a board of conciliation had been 
made by the U.M.W.A., and he 
believed the companies had not ap¬ 
plied either. The government may 
set up a board of conciliation if it 
is deemed essential, but he had no 
reason to suppose the department 
would change its usual policy.” 

On April 4, Hon. Norman A. Mic- 
Larty, Federal minister of labor, 
in a telegram from Ottawa, stated: 
"I am wiring Mr. Livett, presi¬ 
dent District 18, U.M.W.A., that 
etrike on your property is illegal 
and requesting him to have min¬ 
ers return to work at once and 
have any matter in dispute dealt 
With in orderly manner under In¬ 
dustrial Disputes Investigation 
Act.” 

At this date the deadlock con¬ 
tinues. The members of Coleman 
Miners’ Association in a letter 
issued to the daily Press, among 
other things, states: “From 1932 
to 1989 Coleman enjoyed the most 
prosperous period in its history. 


Strikes were unknown, and con¬ 
ditions in the town were held up as 
a model by witnesses from other 
mining camps, when giving evi¬ 
dence before the McGillivray 
Royal Commision a few years ago. 
Other mining camps of the district 
strove to attain the same condi¬ 
tions that prevail in Coleman, 
where employment was far more 
regular than at any other camp 
in the province.” 

Another point raised by mem¬ 
bers of Coleman Miners Association 
in their refusal to join the U.M. 
W.A. is the following: “It is noted 
that the erstwhile leader of the 
Communist party in the Crows 
Nest Pass turmoil in 1982 is a 
member of the executive of Dist¬ 
rict 18 of the U.M.W.A., and more¬ 
over still retains office on the 
executive council of the Com¬ 
munist Party of Canada.” 

Despite the controversy between 
the two factions, there have been 
no disturbance with the exception 
of individual personal quarrels. It 
appears from present indications 
that mediation by the Depart¬ 
ment of Labor will be required 
to break the deadlock. 

On Saturday, April 5, the com¬ 
panies published copies of the 
correspondence and telegrams rela¬ 
tive to negotiations which had been 
undertaken up to that time, and 
these were mailed to every em¬ 
ployee. 

Pickets are still being posted by 
the U.M.W.A. at the approaches 
to the McGillivray and Inter¬ 
national mines. 

Companies And 
Union Again 
Negotiating 

Negotiations were again 
started between company of¬ 
ficials and tne U.M.W.A. at 
11 a.m. to-day and will contin¬ 
ue this afternoon. 

The coke ovens are being 
charged pending further nego¬ 
tiating in the hope a final set¬ 
tlement will be reached. 

Conroy and 
Angus Morrison arrived here 
this morning and are taking 
part in the discussions.

A Morale Restorative 


Whatever may be the ultimate outcome of the revolt Of the people of 
Yugoslavia against the betrayal of their country by their erstwhile rulers, 
it is one of the most significant events that has so far occurred in the 
progress of the war on the European continent, and even if it does not 
prevent that country from eventually being gobbled up by the Nazi hordes 
it will have a long-range and far reaching effect on the course of the 
conflict and possibly upon its duration. 

The immediate practical effect of the unexpected turn of events in 
Yugoslavia, of course, is to have put a very bad crimp in Adolf Hitler’s 
plans. It has slowed up his triumphal march to the southeast at a time when 
rapid movement was a vital necessity to the success of his major objec¬ 
tive, the campaign to defeat Britain, before Italy can be knocked out and 
before material assistance from the United States turns the scales definitely 
against the Axis powers. 

But the blow which Hitler has received at the hands of the common 
people of Yugoslavia can be calculated to have an even more important 
effect in the bolstering of morale which it will furnish for the people of 
those countries which have^Jseen brought under the Nazi yoke and who 
are now looking around agonizingly for some sign that the fetters which 
bind them will eventually be knocked off. 

Further, the magnificent example of the action of the Serbs will do 
much to encourage the people of other countries, not yet under the Nazi 
yoke, whose rulers Hitler might expect to use as pawns in his game of 
conquest by subversive methods, followed by display of mechanized mili¬ 
tary might. 

It is possible that history may eventually show, that the stiffened re¬ 
sistance to Nazi demands put up by the populace of Yugoslavia proved to 
be the turning point in the war on the continent of Europe, not only be¬ 
cause of its immediate result, but because of its effect on the later course 
of the war.

Out of the thick pall of murk which overhangs the gloom of Nazi-rid¬ 
den Europe, sufficient evidence is trickling through to demonstrate beyond 
doubt that millions of the subjugated peoples are anxiously awaiting the 
moment when from within, they can give effective help to their deliverers 
from without.

Destruction of two German U- 
boats, a phase of the war seldom 
mentioned in official dispatches, Was 
described by a merchant seaman, 
who said he had a grandstand view 
and 1 that it was the “most thrilling 
experience of my life.” 

(The dispatch indicated that the 
seaman.was in a convoy attacked iat 
night by 'a pack of U-boats.) 

Warships, with “hunt” signals 
flapping from their yardarms, charg¬ 
ed into the attack, throwing out 
depth charges, the seaman said. 

“Star shells and Verey lights 
illuminated the sky. Searchlights 
swept the water. There was a series 
of dull explosions as the depth 
charges went off. Great columns of 
water were hufled up. 

“The water scarcely had settled 
back before the first U-boat broke 
the surface. It was badly battered, 
and as I watched, it split up and 
slipped back into the oily sea.” 

More depth charges splashed into 
the sea, the seaman said, and soon 
the ocean trembled with muffled ex¬ 
plosions. Then the second U-boat 
jerked into view. 

“When she broke the surface the 
warships’ guns let go a salvo and 
the U-boat was blown to pieces be¬ 
fore my eyes,” the seaman said.

Many Americans Think Food For 
France Will Benefit Germany 

Apparently a tentative agreement 
has been reached between the United 
States and Great Britain to' permit 
American food to go to’un-occupied 
France. The food will be shipped in 
French ships and will be distributed 
under the direction of the American 
Red Cross. The Vichy Government 
will-be asked to give strict guaran¬ 
tees that none of the food will be 
diverted elsewhere. 

Many Americans will regret that 
this country, is to undertake feeding 
of France. No matter\ what safe¬ 
guards are imposed and no matter 
how strict the supervision, Hitler will 
benefit directly or indirectly from 
this decision. 

Fortunately the venture is in the 
nature of an experiment. Even many 
of those who advocate it frankly ad¬ 
mit their misgivings and say that 
their future course will be guided by 
how this first attempt works out. In 
other words, our policy and that of 
Great Britain with respect to feed¬ 
ing France is still Uncertain. That 
will be determined later. 

We would dislike greatly to see the 
United States adhere to the course 
that it is our duty to feed all the 
peoples that Hitler has enslaved. 
That certainly would be playing into 
the hands of the Germans with a 
vengeance. Hitler has announced 
that any ships carrying food to Eng¬ 
land, whether they be American 
shipa or not, will be promptly sunk. 
In the face of this we ship food into 
territory controlled by the Germans 
and ask the British to permit those 
ships to oe given safe passage. 

Great Britain has been reluctant 
to yield on this matter. She yields 
now, undoubtedly, because of Am¬ 
erican pressure and against her own 
better judgment. Now that the de¬ 
cision appears to have been made, we 
this country whose position has

A few incidents related in the Continental press illustrate the spirit 
abroad in the conquered countries. Three thousand people, many of them 
from afar, attended the funeral of a Norwegian sailor who was killed by 
the bayonet of a German soldier when he resented remarks made by the 
soldier while the Norwegian was walking with a girl of his own nationality 
in the town park of Molde. 

A Dutchman was sentenced to three years when he seriously injured 
a German soldier in a cafe by throwing a beer glass at him. Three young 
Dutchmen were sentenced to 17 months imprisonment for expressing their 
enmity to the German forces by taking the caps of German officers from a 
restaurant cloakroom and tearing them to pieces. “Certainly a mild sent¬ 
ence for this great insult,” declared the German court. 

In Brussels, Belgium, when Germans board trams all the other pas¬ 
sengers alight. The cinemas which show German news reels are empty. 

In spite of tremendous privations and persecutions, Polish resistance is 
growing. In Kalisz, a Polish technician was imprisoned for publicly talk¬ 
ing of damage by R.A.F. raids on Berlin. In Lodz, a 17-year-old boy was 
sentenced to ten years imprisonment on the charge of insulting a German 
official. In Dortmund, a special tribunal sentenced a Pole to death who had 
left his work in Germany and resisted arrest. In a village near Magdeburg, 
Germany, three German women were sentenced to 18 months imprisonment 
for giving food and cigarettes to Polish prisoners of war. 

Incidents of these kind could be multiplied by hundreds and by thou¬ 
sands, if only all the information were available. It demonstrates the spirit 
that is abroad among these peoples and the heartening effect upon them and 
the stimulus it will give to continued resistance as the news of the Yugo¬ 
slav revolt penetrates to the innermost corners can scarcely be over- 
emphaized.

Army Of The Nile 
Withdraws From 
Bengasi, Libyan Port 


i'REE NORSEMAN WELCOMED BY HIS KING 


Cairo.—British general headquart-j 
ers announced that ’the army of the 
Nile had withdrawn from Bengasi, | 
important Libyan seaport, but had in- ] 
flicted “considerable casualities on 
personnel and tanks” of Axis me-j 
chanized forces. 

A headquarters’ communique said' 
that “in pursuance of the policy so 
successfully adopted at Sidi Barrani 
of waiting to choose pur own battle-! 
ground, our light covering detach- ! 
ments have been withdrawn to select- j 
ed concentration areas.” 

In the course of this withdrawal, j 
the communique said, Bengasi was 
evacuated after all captured military 
stores and equipment had been de¬ 
stroyed. 

“Bengasi is indefensible from a! 
military point of view,” the com-] 
munique added, "and it has not been 
used by us as a port.” 

The communique added that as in 
the autumn of last year “the enemy 
Is evidently seeking propaganda suc-j 


cess at the expense of stretching still 
farther an already extended line of 
communications.” 

Even .while this was announced, | 
British officers at the middle east! 
headquarters were openly optimistic 
about the prospects of an early fin¬ 
ish of the East African campaign, I 
in which the Red sea port of Massua 
remains as the only Eritrean city 
still held by the Italians and the 
British forces are closing in on 
Addis Ababa, capital of Ethiopia, 
from several directions. 

Before announcing the withdrawal 
from Bengasi, the British command 
said Imperial forces had given up the 
town of Agedabia, some 80 miles 
south of Bengasi, and “between 75 
and 80 miles of worthless desert.” 

Bengasi, capital of the province of 
the same name, is a railroad and 
communications- centre, and one of 
the best African harbors on the 
Mediterranean. The Italians con¬ 
sidered it part of their national ter- 
i ritory. 2406

THE FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 
Editorial No. 2 

T REAT men of history who 
have left us the legacy of 
democratic government all 
seem to have been of one mind, 
that the preservation of freedom 
depended to a large degree on the 
preservation of the freedom of the 
press. That is why in all truly 
democratic states a free press is 
more than just a tradition—it is 
an essential principle of democracy. 

One of the prerequisites of an 
autocracy is the abrogation of 
the freedom of the press, because 
this freedom has essentially, 
through the centuries, shown itself 
to be the one great force which 
has seen to it that freedom of 
the individual has been preserved. 
When freedom of the press is 
abolished, other freedoms go with 
it. There is little need at this 
time to stress that point. There 
are so many poignant and tragic 
examples in the world today of 
a subservient press, that it must 
be obvious to any intelligent per¬ 
son that the freedom of the press 
is synonymous with the freedom 
which is democracy. 

There have always been those, 
who, often for reasons of person¬ 
al aggrandisement or lust for 
power, would rob the press of this 
precious jewel in the crown of 
liberty. There have been others 
who cry out for personal freedom 
of expression, but who would deny 
this right to the press. It has 
been claimed that this freedom , 
can become license, but this is ^ 
one of those half-truths which un¬ 
thinking people are likely to ac¬ 
cept at its face value. 

Actually the press enjoys a 
freedom which gives it no privil¬ 
ege above the individual. It must 
conform to the laws of the state. 

It certainly offers no greater op¬ 
portunity for defaming any per¬ 
son or institution, than does the 
inherent right of free speech with 
which every citizen is endowed 
as a birthright. Abraham Lin¬ 
coln in a debate on the constitution 
once said: “The liberty of the press 


is the tyrant’s scourage; it is the 
true friend and the supreanest 
supporter of civil liberty.” The 
principle of freedom of the press, 
as it exists today, is the result 
of a long bitter struggle between 
those who believed in civil rights 
and constituted authority, and 
those who feared the exercise of 
these right. 

It is significant that the first 
amendment to the Bill of Rights 
of the American Constitution, ad¬ 
opted in 1791, is one that relates 
to the freedom of the press. It 
reads: “Congress shall make no 
law respecting the establishment 
of religion, or the prohibition of 
the free exercise thereof; or ab¬ 
ridging the freedom of speech, or 
of the press; or the right of the 
people peaceably to assemble and 
to petition the government for a 
redress of grievances.” The very 
wording of this amendment places 
freedom of the press on the same 
level, and of equal import with 
freedom of religion, of speech and 
of assembly. 

A Rhode Island State provision 
sums up the question of a free 
press in a few words when it 
says: “The liberty of the press 
being essential to the security and 
freedom of the state, any person 
may publish his sentiments on 
any subject, being responsible for 
the abuse of that liberty, and in 
all trials for libel, both civil and 
criminal, the truth, unless publish¬ 
ed from malicious motives, shall 
be sufficient defense to the person ’ 
charged.” Many other democratic 
countries have passed similar leg¬ 
islation, because from a wide 
study of the dangers of a sub¬ 
servient press, they have learned 
that a free press is the best assur¬ 
ance of a free country. 

To be fully comprehended, the 
freedom of the press must be 
accepted by democratic peoples as 
a typical example of the privileges 
they enjoy as individuals in a dem¬ 
ocratic state. To abolish the free¬ 
dom of the press, is to invite the 
abolition of all freedom for the 
individual.

Have Vegetables Handy 
In the kitchen garden, at the door, 
it is advisable of course to keep a 
plentiful supply of salad material 
like leaf and head lettuce, onions 
and, possibly, celery. The latter is 
set out in the garden as well started 
plants usually after all danger of 
frost is over. 

For vegetable rows, there are small 
cultivators pushed by hand which 
will cultivate a plot 100 by 50 in 
well under an hour and these can 
be procured in larger size for horse 
or tractor. 

If a supply of cut flowers is want¬ 
ed for the table, blooms with long 
stems that will keep well in water, 
horticultural, authorities, urge, the 
planting of sweet peas, snapdragons, 
cosmos, zinnias, lupine, African mari¬ 
golds, scabiosis, asters, single and 
double, verbena and salpiglosis If 
preferred these can be grown in rows 
in the vegetable garden. 


Beginning to-day, this paper, in collaboration with the egnineering department of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, presents a graphic new series, in photo and diagram, in its campaign to halt the appalling toll of rail¬ 
way crossing accidents, which took 133 lives in Canada last year.
